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SOUGHT AID FROM FIM 


Identifies Defendant as Man 
With Nelson and Wife Night 
U. S. Agents Were Killed. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 21.—The Rev. 
P. W. Coughlin, testifying yester- 
day, identified John Paul Chase as 
the man he saw with George (Baby 
Face) Nelson a few hours after Nel- 
son and two Federal agents had 
been mortally wounded in a fight 
at suburban Barrington. 

The Canute (Ok.) priest, a wit- 
ness in Chase’s trial for the mur- 
der of Inspector Samuel P. Cowley, 
gave the first account of how Chase 
and Mrs. Nelson took the wounded 
outlaw to him in the hope of ob- 
taining aid. 

Father Coughlin said he was play- 
ing solitaire in the library of the 
Wilmette home of his sister Nov. 
27, the night Cowley and Agent 
Herman E. Hollis were killed. 

“The door bell rang,” he testified. 
“I opened the door and there was 
Mrs. James Williams, a former 
friend of mine from Michigan City.” 
He subsequently learned that Mrs. 
Williams was Mrs. Helen Gillis, wife 
of Nelson. 

He continued: “She said, ‘Father, 
come outside. My husband has been 
shot and is dying.’” 

Father Coughlin said he went out 
to the garage and saw Nelson 
sprawled in the back seat of an au- 
tomobile. Mrs. Nelson introduced 
her other companions as Ed Burns. 
The defendant, Chase, stood up in 
the courtroom and the witness iden- 
tified him as Burns. 

“Mrs. Nelson begged me to take 
Nelson into the house,” he said. “I 
refused to do so. I got into my ear 
and told them to follow me down 
the road. They followed me to 
Skokie boulevard. In the rear-view 
mirror I saw them turn off. Then 
I drove back to my sister’s home 
and called the Government agents.”

The dust storm from the western 
plains which struck St. Louis last 
night with choking clouds of fine 
silt, and left the air murky with 
mvriad particies of the wheat coun- 
try's topsoil, was moving toward 
the Northern Atlantic seaboard this 
morning. 

From St. Louis to the Great 
Lakes and from the Rocky to the 
Appalachian mountains the air in 
the wake of one of the most se- 
vere storms of the kind in recent 
history was filled with the particles 
to an altitude reported bv airplane 
pilots to be in excess of 15,000 feet 

Weather Forecaster Nunn _— said 
this morning that the heaviest por 
tion of the dust storm passed to the 
north of St. Louis. carried by a low 
pressure area which this morning 
was over Southern Ontario, headed 
toward the Atlantic by way of the 
St. Lawrence Valley. 

Put on the sonthern edge of the 
“low,” he continued, were west 
and northwest winds which car- 
ried the dust over a wide area. 
The storm reached St. Louis at 10 
o'clock laat night. About = mid- 
night the wind died down and the 
dust was partially deposited. Fore- 
caster Nunn estimated that the de- 
posit in general was ahout the 
thickness of a piece of tissue pa- 
per. This morning, he said, there 
was still more dust than normal 
in the air. 

Weather reports to the local hu 
reatil this morning noted heavy dust 
and little or no visibilitv as far east 
as Western Pennsylvania, v hile in 
the Southwest, particularly Okla- 
homa and Southern Kansas, swir! 
ing winds continued to Keep the air 
murky 

Airplane schedules here were dis 
rupted vesterday bv the disturb- 
ance, because the dust to the west 
had cut ceiling and _ visibility to 
zero. Three Transcontinental and 
Western Air planes, bound west 
from Chicago, New York and Kan- 
sas City, were held at the Municipal! 
Airport overnight and took off this 
morning as weather reports from 
the West indicated that visibilit, 
had improved marked} 

City Escapes Worse Part. 

As far as St. T.ouis was con 
cerned, Forecaster Ninn said he 
doubted whether the storm was any, 
more severe than the previous one 
last May 10. From points west and 
northwest of St. Louis however 
came reports that it was the most 
listurbance of the kind yet

INCE East had bid both hearts 
and diamonds, finally ending up 
at a four hearts contract, South 
would have liked to lead trumps;
